Petrograd, December 29.—(By Wire- 
less Press to London.)—Austro-German 
forces are attempting to advance at 
several points on the Moldavian fron- 
tier, says the Russian official statement 
issued today. Battles are in progress 
for domination of the heights held by 
the Russians and Rumanians to the 
east of Sezmezo. 

Violent fighting took pla etween 
Russian troops and forces ofthe cen- 
tral powers yesterday in central Ru- 
mania. 

In the region of Amara, according to 
the Russian official statement issued 
today, a Teuton force 35,000 men 
strong, launched an attack on the Rus- 
sian lines. The battle continued until 
evening, when the engagement slack- 
ened, In the sector of Rimnik-Sarat and 
Bsldu all the attacks of the invaders 
were repulsed by the. Russians. The 
statement reads:

The action was taken under the Ar- 
kansas statute, which has been upheld 
by the state supreme court, which per- 
mits the secretary of the state to. can- 
cel the charter of any foreign com- 
pany which attempts to aoes re- 
move a pending suit in the state courts 
to the federal courts. 

Late today it was learned the tele- 
graph company had secured from ‘the 
federal court at Little Rock a tempo- 
restraining order to prevent the 
secretary of state from putting’ the 
revocation into effect. This order was 
made returnable January on which 
day it will be heard before Judge 
Trieber.

DEMANDS ARE OUTLINED 
BY LONDON SPECTATOR 


According to The Spectator, 
the Central Powers Will 
Have to Yield Territory. 
Scandinavian Countries 
Support Wilson’s Peace 
Move. 


London, December 29.—As a result 
of the conferences which have been in 
progress for several days. the entente 
reply to the German note is now com- 
pleted. It could go forward today or 
tomorrow except for the necessary 
formality of transmitting it to all the 
allies before final delivery. This means 
that the delivery will be made early 
in or in the middle of next week, per- 
haps on Wednesday. 

The delivery will be made at Paris, 
after which the communication will be 
forwarded to Germany through Ameri- 
can channels. The reply is very long, 
much mpre lengthy than the German 
note. This point has been one of the 
matters of discussion during the con- 
ferences, the objection Having been 
raised that it is too long and should 
be short and sharp. But there were 
s0 many points for elucidation and such 
a complete difference of conception of 
the objects and purposes for which the 
two sides went to war that it was 
found desirable to extend the note to 
considerable length. The presence 
here of Alexandre Ribot, the French 
finance minister, permitted the French 
ministry to be represented. 

Unusual optimism is shown here as 
the result of the final form which the 
reply has taken, which is believed to 
be such that it will meet with satisfac- 
tion at Washington. . 

The reply to the American note will 
follow within a few days after the de- 
livery of the reply to Germany. 


ALLIED TERMS 
UTLINED. | 


London, December 298.—The Spectator 
devotes the greater part of tomorrow's 
issue to answering President Wilson’s 
question as to what are the peace 
terms of the entente allies. Briefly 
summarized the principal demands as 
outlined by The Spectator follow: 

“The peace terms are to start from 
the status quo before the war, thus 
including the evacuation of the whole 
of northern France, Belgium and Lux- 
emburg and all of lands taken from 
Serbia, Rumania, Russia and Montene- 
gro.

MUSCOGEE 10 AID 
FULTON IN FIGHT 


Prison Board Served With 
+ Copy of Temporary Order 
Preventing Convict Reap- 
portionment Under New 
Law. 


The state prison commission was 


served Friday with a copy of the tem- 
porary injunction, recently granted the 
Fulton county commissioners by Judge 
John T. Pendleton, of Fulton superior 
court, restraining the state prison com- 
mission from reapportioning the state 
convicts to the several counties under 


the new law. 

The second development of Friday 
was that Frank Girard, commissioner 
of Muscogee county, has requested a 
copy of the injunction in order that 
Muscogee may join in Fulton’s petition. 

Other counties are also objecting to 
the operation of the new law, and it is 
Probable that others will either brine 
similar petitions or join the petition of 
Fulton. 

Cannot Make Change. 

As a result of the temporary injunc- 
tion proceedings the chances’ are 
that apportionment under the new 
law will not be undertaken un- 
til the present case is disposed of. 
This case, taking its normal course, 
will not be settled until the legislature 
meets, when, it is expected, the law 
will be ehanged. 

In the light of these circumstances, 
it appears that the new law may never 
become effective. : 

The prison commissioners were not 
in Atlanta Friday, and the copy of the 
court’s order, setting the case for Jan: 
uary 13, was left with Secretary Yan- 
ney. 

Goes Into Effect Monday. 

The new law goes into effect next 
Monday. The prison commission will 
is safe to say that no move to have 
that the case will take its norm:! 
courge and, in the meantime, Fulton's 
convict apportionment will continue un- 
der the old law. ‘ 

Under the old law, where distribution 
is baséd upon the miles of public road 
in a county, including city streets, Ful- 
ton gets about 140 convicts. Under the 
new law, where distribution of con- 
victs is hased vpon the number of 
miles of rural route outside corporate 
limits of cities, Fulton's apportionment 
would be cut to less than a score of 
convicts. Such a condition would abso- 
lutely paralyze street and road im- 
provement in Fulton. 

lf the case takes its normal course, 
as is expected, and is appealed, the leg- 
islature will be in séssion most Hkely 
and have opportunity to rectify the 
new law before a decision is rendered 
in the court fight.

UNDER STATE’S NEW “DRY” LAW

Great Increase in Ship- 
ments as Result of the 
Campaign of “Education” 
Waged by Dealers in Oth- 
er States.

BY ATLANTA SHIPMENTS 
RECEIVED IN DECEMBER 


With Friday and Saturday 
Missing, and Reports From 
Several Other Days Incom- 
plete as Result of Great 
Rush, 59,837 Packages 


| Have Been Reported to the 


Ordinary. 


Since Georgia's “prohibition” law be- 
camé effective-eight months ago more 
than 273.129 consignments of wet 
goods have been poured into Fulton 
county, through legal channels, each 
shipment delivered to its consignee and 
duly recorded in the office of the Ful- 
ton county ordinary. 

During the month of December alone 
from and including the first and to 
the 28th, the total number of ship- 
ments reported officially by the ratl- 
road and express companies is 59,837. 
Figures for Friday and today, the two 
remaining business days of the month, 
of course, are not available; but judg- 
ing them by the receipts for the days 
preceding them, to total number of 
shipments for the entire month will 
run well beyond the 60,000 mark—and 
break the monthly record to date by 
more than 10,000 packages. 


2,135 PACKAGES 
FOR EACH DAY. 


This places the average daily receipts 
of liquor shipments in Fulton county 
—by far the most part coming direct- 
ly to Atlanta—during the twenty-eight 
days of December, for which there are 
official figures, at in excess of 2,130. 
Stated in another way, it means that 
during every business day of Decem- 
ber there has been a constant stream 
of Atiantans, with negroes vastly in the 
majority, pouring into thé é@éXpress com- 
pany’s “whisky depot” at Mangum and 
Chapel streets and emerging therefrom 
with packages containing generally 
two quarts of whisky shipped into the 
state by express from Tennessee and 
Kentucky. 

Practically all of this liquor, of 
which the mirmor portion was beer and 
wine, was brought into the county 
through the agency of the federal gov- 
ernment-——the United States mails being 
the medium for bringing buyer and 
seller together, and the railroad and 
expresg companies doing the rest. 

For t montheof May, the first 
month of the e®,. ement of the “dry” 
law, the tota amber of shipments 
amounted to only 7,741. This compara- 
tively small number is accounted for 
in part by the fact that vast quanti- 
ties of liquor had been stored in prep-_ 
aration for the forthcoming “dry spell.” 
But the main reason is generally be- 
lieved to be that since the vast majority 
of liquor consignees are negroes or 
of the more ignorant class of white 
folks, a “campaign of education” was 
required in order to show the thirsty 
ones the ease with which their favorite 
intoxicants might be procured through 
the use of the mails and railroads,

Washington, December 29.—Tenta- 
tive approval having been given by 
President Wilson to plans for a bond 
issue to meet a part of the prospective 
deficit at the end of the next fiscal 
year, administration leaders in congress 
are preparing to bring in their revenue 
bills as soon as possible after the holi- 
day recess. [It became known today 
that they have urged. that the presi- 
dent deliver a special message or adopt 
some other means to spur both houses 
to prompt action so that the necessary 


sue shall be charged to the account of 
extraordinary army and navy expendi- 
tures. Representative Hull, of Ten- 
nessee, author ‘of the income tax law, 
outlined today a plan he has drafted 
for consideration of the ways and 
means committee for separating the 


preparedness account from the ordi- 
nary expensés and receipts of the gov- 
ernment. He figures that ordinary ex- 
penses this year and next will be less 
than the estimated ordinary receipts 
and that special taxation and bond is- 
sues will be needed only to cover e€x- 
cess disbursements for various pui- 
poses, including army, navy and forti- 
fication extensions.

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~ PAPER MANUFACTURERS 
UNWLLING TO TESTIFY 


As to Reasonableness of Prices. 
Government May Be Ask- 
ed to Prosecute. 


Washington, December 29.—Hearings 
reopened here today by the federal 
trade commission in its news print pa- 
per investigation came to a sudden 
end when paper manufacturers refused 
to discuss the reasonableness of news 
print prices. Both publishers and job- 
bers had been heard. 

The manufacturers declared they had 
not had time to study tables prepared 
by the commission’s investigators pur- 
porting to show huge profits. Mem- 
bers of the trade commission announc- 


ed that despite an apparent unwilling- 
ness by the manufacturers to co-oper- 
ate in the investigation, the commis- 
sion’s report would be issued probably | 
in about ten days and that guch recom- 
mendations to congress would be made. 
as were thought necessary. It was! 
said the commission would be in posi- | 
tion probably by tomorrow night to! 
announce whether its consideration ~ 
a paper distribution plan showed an 
actual paper shortage and a need for 
distribution under supervision of the 
commission. 

Report Scores Manufacturers. | 

It was strongly intimated that facts 
uncovered by the commission will be 
turned over to the department of jus- 
tice. It was announced that if the com- 
mission failed to relieve conditions, 
some other governmental agency might 
be able to help. The report to congress 
it is understood, will score manufac- | 
turers for raising prices to the extent | 
of forcing many small publishers out 
of business. 

Manufacturers proposed the distribu- 
tion plan at a hearing two weeks ago. 
Today’s hearing was a resumption of 
that proceeding, interrupted to study 
the plan and give the manufacturers 
time to go over the commission's cost 
of production figures. 

Publishers testifying today blamed 
both manufacturers and jobbers for 
prevailing conditions in the newspa- 
er world. It was declared that job- 
ers had taken advantage of the last 
two weeks to try to frighten publish- 
ers into paying high prices by claiming 
a shortage existed which would pre- 
vent many publishers filling their 
needs during the caming year. More 
testimony was brought out also con- 
cerning alleged refusals to sell to pub- 
lishers, and regarding different prices 
quoted by the same manufacturers. — It 
was charged that an effort was being 
made to discourage buying associations 
through which publishers hope to pur- 
chase their paper more cheaply. 

Publishers, it was said during the 
day, are going ahead rapidly with their 
plans for constructing paper-making 
plants of their own. By the middle of 
1918, said A. J. McIntyre, paper ex- 
pert of the Newspaper Publishers’ as- 
sociation, the publishers will be vir- 
tually independent of the paper mak- 
ers. 


Drew Sharp Criticism. 

The unwillingness of the manufac- 
turers to testify drew sharp criticism 
from publishers. Frank P. Glass, the 
chairman of the paper committee of 
the American Newspaper Pyblishers 
association, told the commifsion the 
manufacturers all along had declined 
to help solve the situation and that 
their dietribution plan was far from a 
concession, that it would not incon- 
venience paper makers, but the coun- 
try’s largest publishers, who would 
have to relinquish paper to fill the 
needs of the small publishers. 

Under the distribution plan proposed 
by paper manufacturers all publishers 
would get a small reduction from p*es~ 
ent prices, obtaining the bulk of their 
supplies under an arrangement super- 
vised by the commission by which large 

ublishers would relinquish a part of 
heir normal paper supply for next 
year, 

Publishers who testified today were 
asked for stiggestions as to a solution. 
Kiepresentative Cramton, of Michigan, 

roposed that if it were not unconstl- 
utional, the commission take into its 
own hands the matter of price and 
distribution. When a combination, he 
said, could control] a public commodity 
some public authority,should have the 
power to see that justice was done. 

Other publishers testified that prices 
were widely different. 

J. H. Zerbey, a Pottsville, Pa., pub- 
lisher, declared it all depended on 
who the publisher was whether he 
could buy in the open market. 

Cc. S. Andrews, also of Pennsylvania 
declared his competitor in the same 
town was able to buy paper cheaper 
than he. Among others who gave sim- 
ilar testimony were H. Varner, a 
North Carolina publisher, and Frank 
P. Glass, of Birmingham, vice presi- 

nt of the American Newspaper Pub- 

shérs association. 

Jobbers, who followed the pwublish- 
ers on the stand, were questioned con- 
cerning the reasonableness of their 
profits. 

Statement by Glass. 

A statement given out tonight by 
Frank P. Glass, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the committee on 
paper of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ association, said in part: 

“This investigation has been going 
on for over five months, having Deen 
initiated by a request of the News 
Print Manufacturers’ association for 
such an investigation, the manufactur- 
ers claiming that an investigation 
would show that they had been con- 
ducting their business in the proper 
way. The federal trade commission 
has apparently pursued the investiga- 
tion more seriously and has gore fur- 
ther than the manufacturers anticipat- 
ed when they made this request. 

“The practical result is precisely that 
which I predicted in my statement to 
the commission on December 12. There 
has been a delay of seventeen days 
and nothing beneficial to the suffer- 
ing newspapers has followed so far. 
In the meantime many contracts for 
tonnage for 1917 have been closed at 
the prevalent high prices resulting 
from the fright of publishers over the 
belief that a dangerous paper famine 
exists and this notwithstanding the 
trade commission earnestly requested 
the manufacturers to suspend making 
contracts until the hearings were fin- 
ished.

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“T hope and believe that the com- |

mission will make such a thorough re- 
port of conditions and so distinctly fas- 
ten the chief responsibility for condi- 
tions upon those manufacturers con- 
cerned that either the department of 
justice or congress or both arms of the 
government may be able to devise sub- 
stantial relief at an early day. If that 
is done the price of paper will soften 
materially in the next few months, 
bringing it to a point in reasonable 
relation to cost of production, which 
is not the case today in the judgment 
of the large majority of publishers.” 


TEUTONS PRESSING

near the Rumanian frontier and west 
of Govesha, and pressed them back one 
verst to the eastward. 

“In the region of Kioshdeni and 
Kostomira, 30 and 15 versts respective- 
ly north of Rimnik-Sarat, battles are 
procéeding and all attacks have been 
beaten back by the Rumanians. : 

“Rumanian and our own  detach- 
ments which have occupied positions 
on the left of the River Rimnik gal- 
lantly repulsed with counter attacks 
all enemy attacks. 

“In the course of the day, the enemy, 
about two divisions strong, conducted 
attacks in the direction of Amara sta- 
tion, ten versts to the south of Boldu. 
Towards evening the battle slackened. 

“Near Filipechti station an enemy 
attack was repelled by us. Elsewhere 
there were artillery attacks. 

“Dobrudja: Along the whole front 
the enemy conducted attacks against 
our patrol guards. 

“On the Moldavian frontier in the 
valley of the River Oituz, the enemy’s 
attacks continues at several points. 
Battles are taking place for domina- 
tion of the heights in the region east 
of Sezmezo.” 


TEUTONS CAPTURE 
SEVERAL POSITIONS. 


Berlin, December 29.—(Via Sayville.) 
In Rumania yesterday Teutonic troops 


‘captured Several positions, taking 1,400 


prisoners, eighteen machine guns and 
three cannon. 

The advance in Wallachia has been 
pushed to a distance of 20 kilometers 
northeast of Rimnik-Sarat. In the lake 
sector 1,400 Russians, three cannon and 
several machine guns were taken. The 
town of Ratchelu in Dobrudja, has been 
captured. 

The official statement reads: 

“Front of Archduke Joseph: The 
southern wing of the army group com- 
manded by Infantry General Gerok in 
co-ordination with movements in Great 
Wallachia has advanced eastward in 
German and Austro- 
Hungarian troops in the intersected 
highland terrain of the Transylvanian 
eastern front captured by storm and 
hand-to-hand fighting several positions 
lying one behind the other. Fourteen 
hundred Russians and Rumanians.wé@re 
made prisoner and eighteen machine 
guns and three cannon captured. 

“Army Group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen: On the left wing of the 
north army, Bavarian and Austro-Hun- 
garian troops commanded by Lieuten- 
Jeneral Krafft von Delmensingen 
broke the strong resistance of the al- 
lied adversaries in the mountains and 
reached Dumitresti, twenty kilometers 
northwest of Rimnik-Sarat. The right 
wing of the army advanced notheast- 
ward between the Rimnik ‘sector and 
the course of the Buzeu, captured sev- 
eral tenaciously defended villages and 
gave the retreating Russians no time 
to settle themselves in the prepared 
position in the lakes sector. In these 
engagements west of Prussian in- 
fantry, regiment No. 140 gained dfs- 
tinction. 

“The prisoners brought in on Decem- 
ber 28 numbered 1,400 Russians, and 
the booty three cannon and several 
machine guns. 

“In Dobrudja, Ratchelu has been cap- 
tured.” 


GERMANS STRIKE 
ON VERDUN FRONT, 
BUT ARE REPULSED 


Paris, December 29.—German troops 
last night delivered an attack in strong 
force on a three-kilometer front be- 
tween Hill 304 and Dead. Man hill, 
northwest of Verdun, the war office an- 
nounced today. The French infantry, 
and machine gun fire broke the attack, 
but one of the French trenches, south 
of Dead Man hill, being penetrated 
and this only by a few hostile troops. 

The attack was delivered after long 
and violent artillery preparation. 

North of Verdun, on the right bank 
of the Meuse, a strong German recon- 
naissance was dispersed east of 
Hardaumont. 

The communication follows: 

“On the left bank of the’ River Meuse, 
after the intense bombardment report- 
ed in the announcement of yesterday 
and which later grew even more vio- 
lent, the Germans late yesterday after- 
noon delivered a strong attack along a 
front of more than three kilometers 
against our position located between a 
point to the west of Hill 304 and a 
point east of Dead Man hill. 

“This attack was broken by our cur- 
tain of fire and the fire of our infan- 
try and machine guns. Certain small 
detachments of the enemy penetrated 
one of our trenches south of Dead Man 
hill. 

“On the right bank of the river we 
have gispersed a strong German recon- 
naissance east of Hardaumont work. 

“The night passed quietly on the 
rest of the front. 

“Flight Lieutenant Herteaux brought 
down on the 27th of December his six- 
teenth enemy airplane. This occurred 
at 11:55 a. m. over Manges wood, south- 
east of Misery. It has been confirmec 
also that on December 27 French air 
pilots brought down four other enemy 
machines. One of these airplanes fell 
before the attack of Lieutenant Loste, 
this making his sixth air victory, and 
another was felled by Private Maetin, 
who, up to the present time, has been 
responsible for the destruction of five 
German aeroplanes.” 

The war office communication issued 
tonight says: 

“Between the Aisne and the Oise our 
artillery carried out a destructive fire 
on German organizations in the region 
of Quennevieres. Our patrols pene- 
trated enemy trenches which had been 
badly shattered. They had been evac- 
uated by the Germans. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse the 
enemy violently bombarded during the 
afternoon our positions between the 
Meuse and Avocourt. We stopped sev- 
eral attacks that were attempted by 
means of grenades at various points on 
this front. Everywhere else there was 
intermittent cannonading. 

“Aviation: Among the German aero- 
planes that were destroyed on the 27th 
instant and reported in this morning's 
communique, one was brought down by 
Adjutant Lufbery and another by Lieu- 
tenant de La Tour. Thus far Adjutant 
Lufbery has brought down six German

EXPLANATION MADE 
BY SWISS PRESIDENT. 


Bologonia, December 29.—(Via 
Paris.)—President Schulthess, of 
Switzerland, has explained the part 
played by his country in the recent 
steps in favor of peace in an interview 
with Signor Qualici, editor of The Res- 
to del Carlino. President Schulthess 
is quoted as saying: “Switzerland had 
nothing whatever to do with President 
Wilson's note. The federal council got 
into communication with the American 
government in order to learn if the lat- 
ter intended to do anything in favor 
of peace and simply received a copy of 
the note at the same time as the bel- 
ligerents. The council has decided to 
support the note, inspired by an ardent 
desire to see a termination rapidly put 
to the suffering caused by this terrible 
war of which the Swiss people have 
daily evidence in the shape of interned 
invalids and civilians from places or- 
dered evacuated. 

‘I“do not know what will be the fate 
of the neutral proposals, and in any 
case Switzerland has no intention of 
interfering with the affairs of the 
But she considers it her 
duty to make known to them that she 
is ready to help to exchange views in 
the event of it seeming desirable.”’ 

The president sai that he was 
astonished at the rumors of fears of 
the violation of Swiss neutrality. 

“I cannot conceive,’ he said, “that 
any of the belligerents harbor the idea 
of Fr pery | through our country. It 
would not be to their advantage. In addi- 
tion to the great difficulties of terrain 
they would be confronted with the 
vigorous resistance of the Swiss army 
and the whole people. My country 
knows only one form neutrality—abso- 
lute neutrality. Let there be no mis- 
take. In the presence of external dan- 
ger, no matter from which side it 
comes, Switzerland will be united not- 
withstanding differences in race and 
language.”

New York, December 29.—Special

conference of the four’ brotherhood 
chiefs here today. : 

Announcement of the action was 
made by William G. Lee, president of: 
the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, prior to his departure for the 
west. He was accompanied by the 
other brotherhood leaders, whose con- 
ference with the railway managers yes- 
terday resulted in a disagreement. 

Earlier in the day the four chiefs 
issued a somewhat cryptic statement 
over their signatures, declaring that 
the attitude of the railroads threaten- 
ed to wipe out the benefits that should 
accrue to the men from the passage 
of the Adamson act and asserting that 
for that reason “the entire situation is 
to be placed before the memDership.” 

The chiefs refused to say whether 


the action was a veiled threat of an-,; 


other strike vote such as brought about 
the eight-hour day legislation. 
Text of Statement. | 

The statement follows: 

“While meeting with President Wil- 
son last August at his insistence, our 
committee waived their request for 
time and a half for overtime, which 
was fully 50 per cent of their original 
demand, and at the suggestion of the 
president accepted his proposition, 
which was: 

“Concession of the eight-hour day. 

“*Postponement of the other de- 
mand, as to the payment for overtime 
and the counter suggestion of the rail- 


j way managers, until experience actu- 


ally discloses the consequences of the 
eight-hour day. 

“‘— In the meantime, the constftution 
by authority of the congress of a com- 
mission or body of men, appointed by 
the president, to observe, investigate 


and report upon these concessions with- 
out recommendation. 

“"Then such action upon the facts } 
as the parties of the present contro- j; 
versy may think best.’ ' 

“Our men believed, in so doing, they! 
would seatirre the eight-hour basic day at 
once, but the enactment of the Adam- 
son 8-hour law, effective January 1, 
1917, made it necessary for them to 
wait patiently, until that time, to find 
later that the railroad companies in- 
stituted injunction proceedings against 
the government’s enforcement of the 8- 
hour law, and at this time the entire 
matter is in litigation, such litigation 
making it impossble for the specal com- 
mittee, appointed by the president, as 
provided for in the law, to proceed with 
their investigation as of Jannuary 1, 
and the probability of additional litiga- 
tion being commenced by the railroads 
even though the law is declared con- 
stitutional by the supreme court, will 
seriously affect such investigation; in 
fact, can and likely will delay the in- 
vestigation until the commission cannot 
make its investigation as the law con- 
templates, thereby defeating the intent 
of the law and at the same time post- 
pone the benefits promised by the law, 
which will unquestionably meet with 
general dissatisfaction among the mem- 
bership of the railroad organizations.

FOR GRADY’S NURSES. 


Since every effort to secure an adequate 
bond issue for the building of a better hos- 
pital for Atlanta has failed and there is no 
early prospect of providing the needed fund, 
it is imperative that something be done at 
once in the matter of supplying decent quar- 
ters for the Grady hospital nurses. 

While demands upon the hospital have 
become greater than it can meet in every 
direction, one of the chief complaints re- 
garding present conditions there has been 
the totally inadequate and even disgraceful 
quarters provided for the nurses. They are 
scattered throughout the hospital buildings, 
some of them in cubby holes, others herded 
together in the same room with cots for 
beds and with no opportunity for privacy, 
while many of them are quartered in what 
was once the hospital stable. 

It is a disgrace to Atlanta that conditions 
of this sort have been allowed to go uncor- 
rected as long as they have. Time and again 
attention has been called to them, but noth-

Another year should not go by without 
providing them with a dormitory home in 
which they can rest in peace and comfort in 
the few hours they have off duty. 


THE CARNEGIE LIBRARY. 


There is something more than mere fig- 
ures and bare statement of fact in the re- 
cent annual report of Miss Barker, Atlanta’s 
popular librarian in charge of the Carne- 
gie library and its branches. It tells a story 
of undoubted municipal growth, expressed 
in figures of added literary and research in- 
terest. 

Atlantans read 57,927 more Carnegie 
library books in 1916 than they did in the 
previous twelve months, reaching a total of 
close to a half million. Nearly 25,000 per- 
sons were served in the reference depart- 
ment, showing an increase over the pre- 
vious year of 2,553, or considerably more 
than 10 per cent. Throughout Miss Bark- 
er’s report are similar figures indicating in- 
creased interest in the splendid service 
which the Carnegie library offers to the 
public. 

“The work of the library for 1916 shows 
a healthy increase of a growing institu- 
tion,” Miss Barker comments. But more 
than that, it indicates the undoubted growth 
of the city, either in population or in in- 
terest in the library service. More likely 
it is a combination of the two. In either 
event, it shows most gratifying city prog- 
ress. 

An institution which exhibits so healthy 
@ growth within a twelve-month, and a 
growth which, for any community, is of the 
most salutary kind, demands a material sup- 
port fully commensurate with the splendid 
service it is rendering. 

Attention should be called to _ the 
fact that the Carnegie library is not only 
gerving as a source of instruction to the 
adult population, but that it has inaugurat- 
ed and maintains in connection with the 
public school system of Atlanta a co-opera- 
tive service, through which the school chil- 
dren have access to books that meet their 
requirements and needs. Thus, its field of 
activity and usefulness is constantly ex- 


panding as it responds upon one hand or | 
; 
another to the multiplying demands upon 


its all too meager facilities. 
The maintenance expense of the Carne- 
gie library and its branches, which falls 


upon the city, is small in comparison with 
the service it is rendering under able and 
enterprising management. If it is equipped 
in point of employees to go through another 
year, certainly there must be some renewal 
or replenishment of its stock in trade. A 
library, to preserve its public value, must 
keep up with the best of newly-published 
books. Moreover, books wear out and new 
volumes and editions must replace them. 

Atlanta’s council can make no mistake 
in considering well the petition for ade- 
quate maintenance funds for this important 
institution, and granting it in the full meas- 
ure of the city’s ability. 


STILL A YOUNG. MAN. 


Almost concurrently with his entrance 
into the mayor’s office, Asa G. Candler cele- 
brates today his 65th birthday. 

Mayor-elect Candler is a remarkable ex- 
ample of youth at 65. Ata time when many, 
perhaps most, men are retiring or have re- 
tired from active business life, provided they 
atta that age at all, Mr. Candler is taking 


upon himself new and more exacting duties 
in the management of the affairs of a large 
and growing city.

BEATING THE BOLL WEEVIL. 


Under weevil conditions it is all im- 
portant that the farmer grow his own 
food and feed crops, as far as possible, 
so that the cotton he does grow will be 
a cash crop, not mortgaged in advance 
for supplies. 

This from “Growing Cotton in Spite of 
the Boll Weevil,” an address by J. A. Evans, 
delivered before the Southern Fertilizer as- 
sociation, and now published in pamphlet 
form, strikes at the root of the boll weevil 
problem. 

Mr. Evans is acting chief of extension 
work in the south of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, and he speaks with 
authority on this all-important matter. 

He not only points the best way to beat 
the boll weevil, but considers it “a blessing 
in disguise.” He says: 

[ have for years consistently main- 
tained that the weevil is, in fact, a bless- 
ing in disguise. It has proven so in prac- 
tically every part of the weevil belt be- 
cause after three or four years, at most, 
of infestation, every section has general- 
ly found itself more prosperous than it 
was before the weevil came. The rea- 
son for this is that the weevil has forced 
upon the farmers a better system of agri- 
culture than the old one-crop system 
which they had followed before it came. 
Undoubtedly the total production of cot- 
ton in Georgia will be considerably 
less under weevil conditions than it was 
before, but it will be found that five 
bales of cotton grown by the farmer who 
has also grown all his necessary food and 
forage crops and is giving some attention 
to live stock, poultry, etc., is worth more to 
him, to the merchant, to the community 
and to the state, than ten bales produced 
under the old order of things. Georgia 
can never be truly and permanently pros- 
perous until it can and does ‘“‘live at 
home.” 

The problem of meeting bo]l weevil 
conditions is not one which ould be 
left to the farmer alone. The business 
men and the bankers must also do their 
part. They must encourage the farmer 
to diversify his, crops, and grow more 
live stock; and particularly they must 
provide ready cash markets for such crops 
when grown. They must be ready to as- 
sist those who may need financial help 
in securing live stocK, machinery, seed 
and fertilizer, or in making farm im- 
provements necessary to engage in di- 
versified farming. 

This state has the benefit of the experi- 
ence of other states that have had to battle 
with the cotton pest, as well as the ad- 
vanced scientific help of the State College of 
Agriculture, the department of entomology, 
and the national department of agriculture. 

The experience of Texas, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama in the boll weevil fight 
shows that it is possible to grow cotton 
ahead of the boll weevil, and that cotton 
isn’t all; for, as Mr. Evans points out: 
“Georgia can never be truly and perma- 
nently prosperous until it can and does 
‘live at home’’—and this can only be 
achieved through a diversity of crops. 

But the farmer cannot meet the menace 
of the boll weevil single-handed: “The busi- 
ness men and the bankers must also do 
their part.”’ For what hurts one hurts all. 

How the business man and the farmer 
can help by working together for the com- 
mon good was demonstrated recently in 
Kentucky, where a bank offered to advance 
money to the farmers of the county who 
wished to do more on the line of diversified 
crops and the raising of live stock, on a 
larger scale than heretofore, on their own 
land. 

That is taking hold of the matter in the 
right way to get things done. By helping 
the farmer Business helps itself. 

The battle with the boll weevil will be 
won when this spirit of mutual help takes 
hold of the people; when Business backs 
the farmer in his effort to live at home; for 
with the proper encouragement, not only 

can the farmer do that, but he will be en- 
abled to go beyond home in marketing his 
crops: Cash coming in from sources that 
formerly supplied him with the things he 
can raise at home. 

Diversified farming is no longer an ex- 
periment in Georgia; it has been fully 
demonstrated that it is a paying proposi- 
tion, and the most effective means of war- 
fare against the boll weevil. 

But banker and merchant must go into 
the farming business, too: They must 


work with the farmer for the good of all.

State Read Board Meets Tuesday 
To Consider Disposition of W. G A. 


Chairman C. M. Candler, of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad commission, has called 
a meeting of the commission for next Tues- 
day morning at which time it will take up 
further consideration of the future disposi- 
tion of the Western and Atlantic railroad, 
upon expiration of the present lease of the 
road to the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad, in 1919. 

Whether or not a leasé or any disposition 
of the road will be made at this meeting of 
the commission cannot be forecasted. It may 
be significant, however, that the calling of 


heels of a conference Thursday between 
Chairman Candler and representatives of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis inter- 
ests which have already made a lease pro- 
posal to the commission and which proposal 
has previously been considered and discussed 
jointly between the commission and these 
prospective lessees. Chairman Candler, 
though, had stated prior to the latest con- 
ference that he would call a meeting for one 
day of next week. 
One Proposal Before Board. 

So far as is known, there is but one pro- 
posal before the commission for the re-leas- 
ing of the Western and Atlantic, and this 
comes from the present lessee, having been 
presented to the commission by John Howe 
Peyton, president; Judge Waller, general 
counsel, and J. L. Tye, division counsel, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road; Milton Smith, president of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, and Harry W. Walters, 
representing the Atlantic Coast Line, all of 
which lines are controlled by the same in- 
terests. The conference just held was’ be- 
tween Chairman Candler, for the commission, 
and thé officials of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad just mentioned. 

The proposal which the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad has made is re- 
liably understood to be an offer of $45,000 
per month rental for the road under a lease 
contract to be made upon the expiration of 
the,present lease. 
commission the term of any future lease 
would be 47 years, which would make a new 
lease expire simultaneously with the lease 
now held by the Southern railway upon the 
Cincinnati Southern railroad, which road is 
owned by the city of Cincinnati. 

The Cincinnati Southern, or the Cincinnati, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific, as it is now 
known, runs from the Ohio river crossing at 
Cincinnati to Chattanooga, where it meets 
the Western and Atlantic, running to At- 
lanta. If the leases upon these two lines

that the position of both lines for another 
lease or other disposition of these properties 
would be very materially improved. 
might then be found practicable to operate 
the two roads co-operatively with a view to 
forming a trunk line from the Ohio river 
crossing to Atlanta, thus placing a check 
uopn freight rates, which was one of the 
ideas in mind when these lines were con- 
structed. It was contemplated when the two 
roads were built that they should act as 
mutual feeders. 

A monthly rental of $45,000 per month 
would be $10,000 more per month than is be- 
ing received under the present lease and $20,- 
000 more per month than was received under 
the former Joe Brown lease. 

‘State te Get Improvements. 

The proposed new lease contemplates that 
all improvements upon the Western and At- 
lantic railroad property shall become the 
property of the state upon expiration of -he 
lease. The lease would include all the pres- 
ent Western and Atlantic property, except 
certain property in the city of Chattanooga, 
which is not being used for railroad purposes. 

While there is no other lease proposal 


for the road so far as is known, there are’ 


at least two other proposals affecting the 
property and very vitally affecting the city 
of Atlanta pending before the commission. 
One of these is the request of Atlanta that a 
proviso be made in any lease contract that 
Atlanta may at a future date come before 
representatives of the state as well as rep- 
resentatives of a new lessee with proposals 
for the construction of a plaza over the tracks 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad in the 
business district of Atlanta. 

The other is the proposal of H. H. Dean, 


of Gainesville, Ga., to form a syndicate which 


would lease and improve the “overhead 
rights’’—that is, the right to build above the 
tracks—in the Atianta business district. 

While several tentative proposals have 
been made to extend the Western and Atlan- 
tic railroad from Atlanta to the Georgia 
coast, contingent largely upon a $10,009,000 
bond issue which the legislature declined to 
sanction, there is now before the commission 
no formal bona fide proposition to extend 
the road. This does not mean that such an 
extension proposal cannot be submitted to 
this or some other body at a later date. On 
the other hand, it is regarded as likely that 
one or more of these extension-to-the-sea 
movements will be revived in the future and 
it is not impossible that something definite 
may grow out of such a movement,

MANY GEORGIA CITIES 
CONTRACT FOR BOOTHS 
AT GREAT LAND SHOW 


Rome, Dalton, Cartersville and Rockmart 
yesterday contracted jointly for a: group of 
four booths at the Southeastern Land show, 
to be held in the Auditorium February 1 to 
15, according to a telegram received by the 
land show management last night from W. 
W. Peabody, one of its field representatives, 
who wired from Rome. 

Following a careful and painstaking in- 
vestigation of the merits of the land show 


and its possibilities, the Central of Georgia 


railroad, through J. F. Jackson, of Savannah, 
its agricultural agent, also contracted for a 
booth and for a full page in the Land Show 
Development Book, soon to be issued. 

This railroad was asked to “come in” early 
in the land show movement, but was diffi- 
dent. Finally, President W. A. Winburn, of 
Savannah, instricted Mr. Jackson and F. J. 
Robinson, the road's general passenger agent, 
to make an investigation of the enterprise. 
This was done, and last Thursday those 
two officials held a long conference with 
the management of the show, and the result 
of it was that Friday a letter was received 
from Mr. Jackson contracting for the booth 
and the page in the book, and which letter 
was accompanied by the company’s check for 
the amounts of the contracts. 

The enlisting of the sympathy, support 
and patronage of the Central of Georgia is 
taken by the management of the show to 
mean that the fact that the other main 
lines serving the southeast will “follow suit’ 
is only a matter of course, and it was, nat- 
urally, the cause of elation round the land 
show offices. 

The A., B. & A. prior to Friday was the 
only southeastern road which had really 
closed a contract with the land show, it 
having chartered a booth several days ago. 


CHAMBER DIRECTORS 
ASK PLAZA COMMISSION 


The last meeting of the present directors 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce was 
held in the chamber Friday. The work-ac® 
complished by this institution was extensive- 
ly reviewed, and resolutions were adopted 
requesting the appointment of a plaza-ter- 
minal commission, to be composed of one al- 
derman, one councilman and five citizens. 
The directors approved the proposed legis- 
lation for federal supervision of natural re- 
sources; plans to give the president the right 
to veto specific sections of appropriation 
bills, and the proposed legislation to: prevent 
railroad strikes. 

The request of Dr. E. E. Pratt, chief of 
the bureau of freight and domestic com- 
merce, to secure a substantial increase in the 
appropriation for maintenance of this organ- 
ization also received the approval of the 
directors.

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~ COUNCIL AGREES 
TO SALE OF FL FAS 


Aldermen Concur in Action 
and Mayor Signs Paper. 
Sale to Bring $50,000 Into 


} 
, Treasury. 


Both council and the aidermanic 
board yesterday passed the resolution 
from the finance committee authoriz- 
ing the sale of old tax fi. fas. to the 
amount of $50,000 to A. P. Herring- 
ton & Son and any others who might 
care to buy in order that the city 
might have on hand the sum needed 
for its charter fund. Shortly after the 
meeting of the two bodies the signa- 
ture of Mayor Woodward was placed on 
the paper. 

The sale will be consummated today 
and the money will be in the ¢ity 
treasury by noon, so that the charter 
fund will be on hand in plenty of time 
to meet the closing of the banks for 
the last day of the year. A number 
of papers have been selected for the 
sale and only the details of the trans- 
action remain to be closed. 

Opposition in Couneil. 

It seemed for a time Friday that 
council would fail to pass the resolu- 
tion, as strong opposition was offered 
in council. When the vote was taken 
in council it stood 7 to 7. The tie was 
broken by Mayor Pro Tem. Armistead, 
who voted yes. 

The aldermanic board, meeting just 
after council, passed the resolution 
without a dissenting voice. Six mem- 
bers were present. The vote in coun- 
cil stood as follows: 

Ayes — Renfroe, Landers, Inman, 
Reynolds, White of the ninth, Freeman 
of the tenth, Dolvin—7. 

Nays—McCord, Ashley, 
the fifth, Bell, Mincey, 
seventh, Carpenter—7. 

Councilman Inman, who has been in 
conterence several days with Mayor 
Woodward on the plan, introduced the 
resolution and explained that the whole 
idea was to get enough money in hand 
to meet the city’s charter tund. He 
said that figures rrom the comptroller’$ 
office showed the city needed about 
$50,000. 

Alderman Seawright asked the city 
attorney what effect a failure on the 
part of council to pass tne resolution 
would have on the city’s finances. 

City Attorney Mayson replied that 
the present council would have failed 
to do its duty. He also stated that 
the bonds, which are due on the first 
of the year, might be canceled and 
forfeited if the city did not have the 
charter fund. 

Best Fi, Fas. ‘Taken. 

Councilman Ashley opposed the pa- 
per on the ground that it would take 
from the incoming administration a 
sum of $50,000 and the benefits of the 
best fi. fas. on the city marshal’s 
books. 

“I do not favor binding 
ing administration,’ he said. ‘“‘My idea 
is to let this proposition go over into 
the new year and then Asa G. Candler, 
who is known as one of the best and 
ablest financiers in Atlanta, will un- 
doubtedly find some means to meet 
this charter fund at a lower rate of 
interest than is now being charged.” 

Councilman Inman explained that it 
was the only remedy he had found that 
would enable the city to raise the 
needed charter fund. He also explain- 
ed that the purchaser would pay the 
city in full for the face value of every 
fi. fa. and any costs that may have 
accrued by their issuance. “The prop- 
erty owners do not lose a cent by thi's 
deal,” he said. “It is simply a way 
of raising needed money. The pur- 
chaser will make seven per cent in- 
terest on these papers until the time 
they are taken up by the property 
owners against whom they have been 
issued. That is the only thing he will 
get for the purchase.” 

The sale is to be made outright, the 
city relinquishing all claims to the 
executions after the sale. The pur- 
chasers will pay cash for the papers. 
The money to be raised by the sale 
will be sufficient with that now on 
hand to meet the charter fund of 
$175,000, the $75,000 due on the sink- 
ing fund, and the $95,000 due on the 
serial bonds. All of these items must 
be on hand ready for payment by Jan- 
wary 1.

Councilman Claude Ashley, who re- 
tires from office January 1, and who 
has served four years as a member of 
the board of health from council, was 
complimented very highly yesterday 
afternoon by every member of the 
board for the excellent service he has 
rendered the city in his connection with 
that body. 

Following the regular meeting of the 
board, which was the last for this year, 
each individual member expressed his 
heartiest regret that Mr. Ashley would 
not be present next vear. 

Mr. Ashley replied to their remarks 
in a short talk of thanks. Ile said 
that it had been one of the pleasures 
of his connection with council to as- 


sociate with the members of the board, 


during the past four years. 

“IT want to tell you, gentlemen, that 
I deeply appreciate your remarks. I 
also want to take this occasion to 
brand as false any rumors that you 
may have heard in the past and that 
may come to your ears in the future 
that I will be connected with the city 
next year as superintendent of the 
crematory.”

No cabaret is complete ‘without 
them. And the temperaments of these 
instruments are distinctively Broad- 
walilan. Giddy, rhythmic, care-free, 
epileptic, the banjo is especially ideal 
for plunking rythm and feeling into a 
dance anthem. A first-class banjoist 
with a drink or so to starboard could 
plunk temperament into the heart and 
shoulders of a marble statue,

RECORD DIVORCE MONTH. 


Many Couples Seek Separation 
at the January Term. 


After a record year of divorces, Ful- 
ton county embarked yesterday upon 
what bids fair to be the biggest month 
of divorces in the county's history 
January, 1917. 

Twenty divorce applications were 
made Friday for places on the calendar 
of the January term of court. Judge 
W. D. Ellis will give hearing to all 
undefended cases beginning January 15. 

The divorce record of 1916 exceeds 
the previous year’s number by 100. 
Eight hundred and sixty cases were 
recorded in the present year, with only 
760 for 1915. Statistics in the ordi- 
nary’s office, however, show that D. 
Cupid still outdistances his Nemesis by 
a majority of three marriages to one 
divorce in the annual summary. The 
records show 1,319 white marriages in 
1916, and 807 colored, a total of 2,126.

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Not a Single Inmate 
Of the “Honor Camp” 
Escapes During Year 


Despite the fact that the convicts 
are not shackled, are not locked De- 
hind steel doors at night, and enjoy 
liberties unprecedented in the county 
convict system, not one of the forty in- 
mates of the “honor camp” of the Ful- 
ton county system escaped last year, 
according to the report of Warden C., 
H. Girardeau, which was yesterday 
submitted to the cotnty commission. 

Warden Girardeau recommended that 
the United States government system 
of feeding convicts be adopted by Ful- 
ton county, because of the marked im- 
provement shown in the health of the 
inmates of the “honor camp,” an in- 
stitution inaugurated in conjunction 
with federal authorities. 

One of the most important items of 
the warden’s report was the suggestion 
of the need of new central convict bar- 
racks to take the place of the present 
Bellwood camp, at which headquarters 
is maintained. He proposes a modern 
administration prison building with of- 
fices, prison plant and capacity for at 
least 175 prisoners. He likewise sug- 
gested a prison farm in connection with 
the proposed. barracks for economic 
purposes. 

Sanitary and health conditions 
throughout the convict system were 
shown to be splendid. Four hundred 
and seventy convicts are now in Ful- 
ton’s camps.

Macon, Ga., December 29.—(Special.) 
Mrs. Mattie Stokes Adams, slayer of

Gives $50,000 for Building and 
Site Worth $30,000—Memo- 
rial to Hugh Washington.

Announcement was made today of a 
New Year’s gift for the entire city of 
Macon, Mrs. Ellen Washington Bella- 
my being the donor. The gift is a

New York, December 29.—The cotton 
Market has shown continued nervousness 
during the past week, but trading has been 
much less active since the big break of be- 
fore Christmas, and there have been rallies 
on covering und bullish southern spot ad- 
vices. May contracts, which sold at 16.45 
on the decline of the previous week, rallicd 
to 18.29 Thursday morning, or about $9 per 
bale from the lowest.. Much of the demand 
on the advance probably had been from re- 
actionists, however, and the market was 
unsettled today with May selling off to 17.35 
under scattering liquidation and closing to- 
night at 17.62 compared with 16.63 at the 
close’ of the previous Friday. The failure 
of demand to broaden further on the,ad- 
vances earlier in the week probably reflect- 
ed increasing nervousness over shipping 
conditions. The action of the British gov- 
ernment in increasing its requisitions of 
ocean tonnage for grain and munitions, evi- 
dently caused apprehensions of a falling of 
in the export movement, with reports of 
firmness in marine war risks operating in 
the same direction. Some traders have also 
regarded the appointment of a London 
agent for the federal reserve bank as tend- 
ing to emphasize the difficulties of overseas 
trade under existing conditions, while the 
uncertainties of international affairs gen- 
erally have likewise served to unsettle 
sentiment. This was reflected in the ten- 
dency of business to taper off after the more 
urgent covering of the earlier week had 
been completed, and the decline later un- 
covered stop orders, which early week 
buyers had evidently placed on their pur- 
chases. Liverpool has been relatively 
steady, with private cables reporting a con- 
tinued absence of hedge selling, and buying 
here was encouraged by reports that the 
hedged cotton brought out in the south by 
the recent break in contracts had been 
gradually absorbed with fresh offerings 
from the interior limited. Rather a better 
tone has also been reported in the domestic 
goods situation as a result of smaller offer- 
ings from second hands, and there have

submarine question by the Spanish 
government reviews at length the pol- 
icy of Madrid from the time the first 
Spanish ship, the Isidoro, was torpe- 
doed in August, 1915. It declares that 
the Spanish government has always 
maintained that it was illegal to de- 
stroy prizes, as is the constant prac- 
tice of submarines, and that the cabi- 
net also demanded the observation of 
the declaration of London, notably ar- 
ticle 50, which it is maintained sub- 
marines violate by abandoning the 
crews of sunken ships to the mercy 
of the waves far from land. 

The note further recalls the vigor 
of the representations of the Spanish 
government which, it says, sometimes 
caused the Berlin government to be 
surprised at the radical attitude of 
Spain, whose protests, it is held, have 
been more energetic than those of any 
other neutral state, even the United 
States of America. With regard to the 
contraband question, the note says: 

“What the Spanish government does 
not admit is the central empires’ inter- 
pretation of international law whereby 
they destroy ships of nations which 
have always complained and protested 
against such an interpretation.” 

The note concludes with an an- 
nouncement that further steps are be- 
ing taken to avoid or diminish in fu- 
tire the risks to Spanish shipping. 


In September of this year the Span- 
ish government sent a note to Berlin 
protesting vigorously against the tor- 
pedoing of Spanish steamers by Ger- 
man submarines. Prior to that time 
dispatches from Spain stated that in- 
dignation over the operations of the 
submarines was growing throughout 
the country and that mercantile and 
shipping bodies were bringing strong 
pressure on the government for ac- 
tion. In October a Berlin dispatch 
said that the German .government had 
promised to let Spanish fruit gehips 
sail unmolested under certain guaran- 
tees and provided that the allies per- 
mitted similar cargoes to pass for the 
German market. The agitation in 
Spain continued to grow and on De- 
cember 12 Alejandro Lerroux, leader of 
the Spanish radical party, introduced 
a bill in the chamber of deputies pro- 
hibiting Spanish subjects and vessels 
from provisioning German submarines. 
This was followed on December 22 by 
the introduction of a resolution by the 
republican party declaring that there 
was urgent need of putting a stop to 
the torpedoing of Spanish ships which 
was “continuing to weaken a merchant 
marine already insufficient and threat- 
ening to ruin the azricultural interests 
of Spain.”

scribes Battle of Somme. 
German Troops Steadily 
Deteriorated During Battle 


Gen. Douglas Haig So De- 


‘London, December 29.—The battle of 
the Somme is pictured as a sweeping 
triumph for entente allied arms in a 
detailed report by General Sir Douglas 
Haig, which was issued tonight and 
which covers operations from July 1 to 
‘November 18. General Haig terms the 
battle a triumph in which the Ger- 
Man western armies were only saved 
from. complete collapse and a decisive 
defeat by a protracted period of un- 
favorable weather that prevented the 
Anglo-French forces from taking full 
advantage of their successful advance. 
He declares that, nevertheless, it was 
a triumph which proved beyond doubt 
the ability of the allies to overthrow 
Germany “when the time comes.” The 
British commander shows himself a 
firm believer in the doctrine that the 
entente allies can win the war on the 
western front. 4 

“I, desire to add a few words as to 
future prospects,’ he says at the close 
of the dispatch, which covers sixteen 
closely printed pages. “The enemy’s 
power has not yet been broken nor is 
it yet possible to form an estimate of 
the time the war may last before the 
objects for which the allies are fight- 
ing have been attained, but the Somme 
battle has placed beyond doubt the 
ability of the allies to gain those ob- 
jects. The German army is the main- 
stay of the central powers and a full 
half of that army, despite all advan- 
tages of the defensive and supported 
by the strongest fortifications, suf- 


fered defeat on the Somme this year. 
Neither victors nor vanquished will 
forget this and, although bad weather 
has given the enemy a respite, there 
are undoubtedly many thousands in 
his ranks who will begin the new cam- 
paign with little confidence in their 
ability to resist our assaults or over- 
come our defense. 

“Our new armies entered battle with 
a determination to win and confidence 
in their power to do so. They have 
proved to themselves, to the enemy 
and to the world that this confidence 
is justified.” 

Reasons for Attack on Somme. 


The 6 rmges | of the dispatch outlines 

the origin of the entente allies’ de- 
cision to begin the Somme operations. 

“The principle of an offensive cam- 
paign during the summer of 1916 had 
already been decided on by all the 
allies,” says the report. ‘“Variou's pos- 

ible alternatives on the western front 

ad. been studied and discussed by 
General Joffre and myself and we were 
jn complete agreement as to the front 
to be attacked by the combined French 
and British armies. Preparation for 
the offensive had made considerable 
progress, but the day was dependent 
on many doubtful factors. 

“Subject to the necessity of com- 
mencing operations before the summer 
was too far advanced and with due re- 

ard to the general situation, I desired 
0 postpone my attack as long as pos- 
gible. he British armies were grow- 
ing in numbers and the supply of mu- 
nitions wae steadily increasing, but a 
large proportion of the officers and 
men were still far from being fully 
trained and the longer the attack was 
deferred the more efficient they would 
become. 

“On the other hand, the Germans 
were continuing to press their attacks 
at Verdun, and both there and on the 
Jtalian front, where the Austrian of- 
fensive was gaining, it was evident that 
the strain might become too great un- 
less etety action was taken. Accord- 
ingly agreed that the attack should 
be launched whenever the general sit- 
uation required it with as great a force 
as might then be available. 

“By the end of May the-_pressure on 
the Italian front had assunted such se- 
rious proportions that the Russian cam- 
paign was opened early in June and 
the successes gained against the Aus- 
trians at’ once caused a movement of 
German troops from the western to the 
eastern front. This, however, did not 
lessen the pressure on Verdun, and 
therefore it was agreed that the com- 
bined French and British offensive 
would not be postponed beyond the end 
‘of June. 

“The object of that offensive was 
threefold. To relieve pressure on Ver- 
dun ,to assist our allies in the other 
theaters of war by stopping any fur- 
ther transfer of German troops from 
the western front, to wear down the 
strength of the forces opposed to us.” 

Result Summed Up. 

After dealing at length with the va- 
rious stages of the operations, General 
Haig: sums up the result as foilows: 

.“Three main objects with which we 
commenced the offensive in July had 
already been achieved, in spite of the 
a that heavy autumn rains prevent- 
ed full advantage being taken of the 
favorable situation created by our ad- 
vance at a time when we hud good 

round for hoping to achieve yet more 
mportant successes. Verdun had been 
relieved, the main German forces had 
been held on the western front and 
the enemy's strength had been consid- 
erably worn down. Any one of these 
three results is in itself sufficient to 
justify the Somme battle. The attain- 
ment of all three affords ample com- 
pensation for the splendid efforts of the 
troops and for the sacrifices made. They 
have brought us a long step forward 
toward the final victory of the ‘allied 
cause. 

“The desperate struggle for the pos- 
session of Verdun had invested that 
place with a moral and political im- 
portance out of all roportion to its 
military value. Its fall would undoubt- 
edly have been proclaimed a great vic- 
tory for our enemies and would have 
shaken the faith of many in our ulti- 
mate success. The failure of the enemy 
to capture it, despite great efforts and 
heavy iosses, was a severe blow to 
his prestige. 

“Information obtained, both during 
the progress of the Somme battle and 
since the eeapsesion of active opera- 
tions, has fully established the effect 
of our offensive in Keeping the ene- 
my’s main forces tied to the western 
front. In November the strength of 
the enemy in the western theater was 
greater than in July, notwithstanding

the abandonment of the offensive at 
Verdun. It is, therefore, justifiable 
to conclude that the Somme offensive 
not only relieved Verdun but held 
large forces which would otherwise 
have been employed against our allies 
in the east. 

“The third great object of the allied 
operations on the Somme was the 
wearing down of the enemy’s powers 
of resistance. Any statement as to 
the extent to which this has been at- 
tained must depend in some degree on 
estimates. There is, nevertheless, suf- 
ficient evidence to place beyond doubt 
that the enemy’s losses in men and ma- 
terial were very considerably higher 
than those of the allies, while morally 


the balance of advantage on our side 


is still greater. 
German Troops Deteriorated. 

“During the period under review a 
steady deterioration took place in the 
morale of large numbers of the ene- 
my’s troops. Many of them, it is true, 
fought with the greatest determination 
even ..in the last encounters, but the 
resisfance of even larger numbers be- 
came latterly decidedly more feeble 
than in the earlier stages of the bat- 


tle. 

“Aided by the great depth of his de- 
fenses and by frequent reliefs which 
his resources of men enabled him to 
effect, discipline and training held the 
machine together sufficiently to en- 
able the enemy to rally and reorgan- 
ize his troops after each fresh defeat. 
But toward the end of the operations, 
when the weather unfortunately broke, 
there is no doubt that his power.of re- 
sistance very seriously diminished.” 

In the course of his detailed study 
of the operations, General Haig fre- 
quently touches on the handicap of the 
weather. In mid-October came the al- 
lies’ great chance really to break 
through the German lines. 

“We had at last,” writes General 
Haig, “reached the stage at which a 
successful attack might reasonably be 
expected to yield much greater results 
than anything we had as yet attained. 
The resistance of the troops opposed 
to us had seriously weakened in the 
course of recent operations and there 
is no reason to suppose that the ef- 
fort required was not within our pow- 
ers. se" Unfortunately, at this 
juncture very unfavorable weather set 
in and continued with scaroely a break 
during the remainder of October and 
the early part of NovembDer. 

“Poor visibility seriously interfered 
with the work of the artillery and con- 
stant rain turned the mass of hastily- 
dug trenches’ into channels of deep 
mud. The country roads, broken by 
countless shell craters, rapidly be- 
came impassable, making the supply of 
food stores and ammunition a serious 
problem. These conditions multiplied 
the difficulties of attack to such an ex- 
tent that it was impossible to explo 
the situation with the rapidity neces- 
sary to enable us to reap to the full 
the advantage we had gained.” 

Work of the Tanks. 

General Haig’s report contains fre- 
quent mention of the work of the 
“tanks.” One example follows: 

“Gueudecourt was carried, after 
protecting trenches to the west had 
been captured, in an interesting fash- 
ion. In the early morning a tank starm- 
ed down a portion of a trench held by 
the enemy from the northwest, firing 
its machine guns and followed by 
bombers. The enemy could not escape, 
as we held the trench at the southern 
end. 

“At the same time an airplane flew 
down the length of the trench, also 
firing its machine gun at the enemy. 
The enemy finally waved white hand- 
kerchiefs in’ token of surrender, and 
when this was reported by the air- 
plane, the infantry aecepted the sur- 
render of the garrison. Besides a 
great number of the enemy killed, we 
made prisoner eight officers and 362 
men. Our total casualties were five. 

General Haig pays tribute to the 
work of the various departments of 
the service during the battle. He de- 
clares that the aircraft consistently 
maintained the supremacy of the air 
throughout the entire period, while the 
tunnel companies equally maintained 
their superiority over the enemy under 
ground. Discussing the use of gas and 
liquid fire, he says: 

“The employment by the enemy of 
gas and liquid flames compelled us not 
only to discover ways to protect our 
troops, but also to devise meams of 
using the same instruments. Great 
fertility of invention has been shown 
and great credit is due to the special 
personnel employed for the rapid suc- 
cess with which these arms have been 
developed and perfected and for the 
devotion of duty displayed in difficult 
and dangerous servioe. 

Tribute to Chemists. 


“The army owes thanks to the chem- 
ists, physiologists and physicists of the 
highest rank who devoted their ener- 
gies to enabling us to surpass the ene- 
mv in the use of means of warfare 
which took the.civilized world by sur- 
prise. Qur own experfence of the 
numerous experiments and trials nec- 
essary before gas and flame could be 
used. of the great preparations which 
had to be made for their manufacture 
and of the special training required for 
the personnel employed shows that the 
employment of such methods by the 
Germans was not the result of des- 
perate decision, but had been prepared 
deliberately. 

“Since we have been compelled in 
self-defense to use similar methods, it 
is satisfactory to be able to record, on 
the evidence of prisoners, documents 
captured and our own observations, 
that the enemy has suffered heavy cas- 
ualties from our gas attacks, while the 
means of protection adopted by us 
proved thoroughly effective.”
